Kuwait proposes meeting 


King- Saddam contact 
affirms strong links 


JEDDAH, Sept. 26 (SPA) — A “contact" 
was made between King lOialed and Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein in whidi “dimen- 
sions of the cuTTent situations” were discus- 
sed. In a telephone call made Thursday the 
King expressed his brotherly “feelings and 
interest" The King affirmed “the deep- 
rooted relations between the two brotherly 
countries in the past and at present'* 

“May Almighty God gWe our Arab and 
Islanuc nations success and guidance," die 
King told Presidem Saddam. 

Jeddah Radio also Friday broadcast the 
telephone contact between the two Arab 
leaders. It said the king expt^sed “his con- 
cern and good brotherly feelings’* for Iraq. 
He told the president, it said, that he had 
“prayed for progress and for the benefit of 
our Arab and Islamic nations." 

Another Gulf state, Kunv’aii, said itslcadcr, 
^eikb Jaber AJ-Abmed tele- 

phoned Saddam Hussein to diseuss conven- 
ing an emergency meeting of Arab and 
Islamic fvircign noinistcTS to try to end the 
war. The Kuwait New3 Agency report gave 
no more details. 

Meanwhile, Morocco gave support to Iraq 
in the war with Iran, the Moroccan press said 
Friday but King Hassan has appealed to the 
leaders of botii countries to stop fighting. As 
chairman of the Jerusalem Committee 
Organization of Islamic Conference, King 
Hassan has sent messages to President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr ctf Iran and Hussein of 
Iraq calling on them to stop fitting. He cal- 
led^e war suiddal for Islamic uni^. 

In Cairo, Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
said in a press interview that the Iraqi- Iranian 


war provided an of^rtuniQ' to topple 
Ayatollah Khomeini and he encouraged the 
United States to work for the Iranian leader's 
downfall. 

Elsewhere in the re^on. South Yemen 
Thursday urged Iran and Iraq to stop their 
fighting and settle their conflict peacefully. 
President Ali Nasser Muhammad sent identi- 
cal telegrams to Iraqi President Hussein, Ira- 
nian leader Ayatollah Khomeini and Iranian 
President Bani-Sadr. 

All Nasser said South Yemen was con- 
cerned by the war and called for “self- 
concred, recourse to negotiations, and settling 
disputes by peaceftd means." He added that 
the energies of Muslim and Arab states 
should be concentrated on fighting Israel and 
not eadi other. 

“Tension and conflicts in this region affect 
the general poUtiad ciimatc, threaten the 
;::jd siahilit > of the area, and oxpo.se 
hbdi the riches the legjon and itt peoples’ 
interests to increased danger.** the preadent 
sad. 

Kuwait and Jordan, both of which share 
borders witii Iraq, were the most outspoken 
in their backing of the Iraqis. Press reports in 
Qatar and the Uiuted Arab Emirates sym- 
pathized with Iraq. 

But most of the Gulf states urged a quick 
resolution of the conflict Observers in the 
Gulf said these states were concerned about 
fore^ intervention and the possible cutoff 
of ml export routes to the West if the war 
continued.

cautioned escalation of the conflict could 
' 'precipitate interveation by foreign powers.”

Khorramshahr resists Iraqis; 
Carter wants safe oil routes 


BAGHDAD, SepL 26 (R) — Iraq 
reported fre^ successes for its army and air 
force in the five-day war with Iran Friday 
while its gunners kept on pounding the Ira- 
nian oil refinery at Abadan. 

An Araqi military communique rqxjrted 
fierce fating along the entire battle front, 
twth 20 Iranian planes shot down for the 
of three Iraqi aircrafL The Iraqis also said 
they had captured hundreds prisoners, 19 
tankf and several field guns when tiiey over- 
ran an Iranian camp. 

They did not say where the camp was and 
their communiques gave no details abmt the 
progress of the offensives which the Iraqis 
laundied on three fronts on Tuesday. 

Iraq Friday announced its war planes 
bombed Tehran's ml refinery in retaliation 
for repeated air strikes. 

A communique fr'om the Iraqi Coounand 
broadcast by Baghdad radio said the assault 
on the Tehran refinery was carried out at 
1300 GMT and threatmied further attacks 
unless Iran stopped its daily raids on Iraqi oil 
lifelines. 

The Iraqi Command said that Iranian 
planes had raided the northern cities of Kir- 
kuk and Mosul again Friday. 

Of^Todte Abadan, Reuter conespondent 
warded Iraqi anti-aircraft and rocket bat- 
teries hidden in a palm grove opened up as 
Iranian jets swocqjed in at the start of a snraf- 
iog run. In the face of the barrage of Iraqi fire 
the jets turned away and disappeared behind 
the curtain of smoke hang^g over Abadan.

Saud hopeful 
on Muslim 
initiative

UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 26 — Fore- 
ign Minister Prince Saud af-Faisal said he 
was optimistic that Friday s meeting here 
of the Islamic states would lead to a solu- 
tion of the Iraq-Iran crisis. 

Prince Saud, who arrived here eariierin 
the week to address the new session of the 
U.N. General Assembly, told.4nz6 .Veirx 
he expected the Islamic sesrion to produce 
concrete results that would help bring the 
war to a rapid conclusion. 

Representatives of the Islamic states 
were meeting at mid-day to select a high- 
level mediation team whidi would travel 
to Iraq and Iran in an effort to halt the 
fighting. 

PLO offldal Farouk Kaddouml, refer- 
ring to the meeting of Islamic states, said 
is the room where this problem 
should be solved.** Kaddoumi said in an 
interview that the Palestinians were play^ 
ing a major role in efforts to resolve (be 
crisis. Commenting on PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat's personal mediation efforts in 
Bagdad and Tehran. Kaddoumi said “we 
are hopeful that the chaurman will suc^ 
ceed.*’ 

The PLO offidal noted that there «^id 
be "no winnen" in a prolonged Iraq-Iran 
conflict — “only losers," Representatives 
of the nooaligned states, meanwhile, were 
meeting Friday afternoon to prepare for a 
conference of the nonaligned foreign 
ministers here on Oct. 1. 

In a related development, Norway cal- 
led for a special meeting of the SecuriQr 
Coundl, slated for S p.m. local time Fri- 
day. to discuss a resolution aimed at bring- 
ing the Iraq-Iran war to an end. Scnirces 
.said it was expeaed that Iraq would sup- 
port the proposed resolution. 
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raided Basra. Iraq's main port on the Shalt 
AJ-Arab. Health Under-Secretary Saadoun 
Khalifa al-Takriti told reporters that 200 
pMple had b^n killed and SOO injured in the 
diy since the war began. 

in Baghdad, where the mood is tense but 
almost festive, there was an air raid alert Fri- 
day morning but no attack. 

Iraq also Friday said its aircraft bombed 
Sari ah airport, an Iranian military installatioD 
near the Iraqi-lranian border, destroying air- 
craft on the ground. 

The commander of Iraq' s Kirkuk Air Base 
300 kms (180 miles) north of Baghdad, said 
that the Iranian base was a strategic airfield 
used to launch raids against Iraqi cities, par- 
ticularly Kirkuk. Mosul (500 kms north of 
Baghdad). Ardabil in northern Iraq. 

Iran also reported Heavy fighting Friday 
round Khorramshahr, Iran's main cargo port, 
as Iranian forces put up a stubborn resistance 
against Iraqi armored troops who have 
besieged it since Tuesday night. An Iranian 
military communique said the defendess had 
built barricades on the streets and on roof- 
. tops from whidi they were fighting back 
^nder heavy Iraqi artillery and mortar fire. 

A nurse at Khorramshahr sShahidi Hospi- 
tal told Reuters by telephone “many houses 
have been destroyed. There is shooting all 
around.” A doctor at the Mossadegh Hospi- 
tal said the surrounding areas were being 
shelled by Iraqi heavy guns. Ninety per cent 

casualties were dvilians. he said. 

The nurse said many Iraqi tanks had been 
destroyed by Iranian air and ground attacks. 
Tehran radio said that 50 Iraqi tanks had 
surrendered to Iranian forces at Kitorrara- 
shahr. The official news agency Pars said that 
the siege of Khorramshahr — which the Ira- 
qis ciaimed to have captured last night had 
been lifted. But there was no confirmation of 
this. 

Most of the city's population of 15U.00U 
hav.- 7'ready fled. But according to a Tehran 
rau» coi.'j^^'ondenl in the port had 
stayed to fight beside Inmian troops with 
molotov cocktails and machineguns to check 
the Iraqi advance in which a military com- 
munique said SO Iraqi tanks bad been des- 
troyed. 

As the Iranians fought back, apparently 
checking the Iraqis after their ioidai 
advances. President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
proclaimed " the Iraqi army has lost the war." 
In a broadcast speech monitored in Vienna 
the president said “in armored wars, if one 
does not win in the first week all after that is 
just useless efforts." The president said army 
morale was very high and that the troops had 
a “very strong islanuc spirit.” He was speak- 
ing after a meeting with Iran's revolutionary 
leader. Ayatollah RuhoUah Khomeini, who 
had earlier gone on the air himself to deny a 
radio report that be had died. 

Id the most comprehensive report so far on 
the state of the battle an Iranian communique 
said that in the past 24 hours Iran had des- 
troyed 72 Iraqi planes, tiiree helicopters, 144 
tanks and armored peisonel carriers, six 
misale-launching boats and two other vessels 
against a loss of eight fighters, one helicopter, 
16 tanks, two gunboats and a minesweeper. 
The communique reported heavy casualties 
on both sides in fitting at various points 
along the border and admitted that the Iraqis 
had penetrated Iranian territory at some 
places. 

Street fighting was going on in Qasr-e- 
Shirin. a town on the Baghdad-Tebran high- 
way which the Iraqis claimed to have cap- 
tured on Wednesday. There was intense 
fighting in the Baveysi region and both sides 
bad sufiered heavy casualties in Thekha-leyvi

S. Yemen chief 
attends Sanaa 
18th anniversary 


SANAA, Sept.26(AFP) — South Yemeni 
President Ali Nasser Muhammad arrived 
here Friday to attend ceremooies marking 
the 18th anniversary of North Yemen's Sept. 
26 revolution. President Ali Nasser said on 
his arrival in tiie .North Yemen capital that he 
will take advantage of his visit “to try to 
accelerate the unification process of the two 
parts of the country'.'* the Gulf News Agency 
said. 

In a ^cd) marUog the anahrersaiy Presi- 
dent Ali Abdullah Saldi told his people that 
the revolution will strive until all the aspira- 
tions of the Yemeni people have been real- 
ized. 

He said tite country will press forward 
toward its objecih'es undisniihed by any 
plots or provocations. "We are keeping a 
dose watch on anyone who would dare try to 
impede our march or take aw’ay our !&>er^.*' 
He added that the motto of the revolution is 
“national uniQr and no dispersioa or splits: 
peace and no war; craiscruction and no des- 
truction and continuous development." 

President Saleh said development was the 
only way to get rid of the awful heritage of the 
past era. The Yemeni leader attended a milii- 
aiy parade in the morning by units from the 
armed forces.

Iraq, Iran willing to talk if . . . 


BEIRUT. Sept. 26 (AP) — Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat arrived in Tehran 
Thursday fop talks with Iranian leaders, the 
Palestine news agency (WAFA) reported. 

Arafat, who is trying to mediate the four- 
day full-scale war between the two oil coun- 
tries, met with Iraqi President Hussein in 
Baghdad Wednesday. The outcome of 
Ar^afs talks with Hussein were not dis- 
closed. He left Baghdad earlier in the day 
without mentioning his destination. 

It was not dear which route Arafai >i (vk to 
Tehran. Both Baghdad and Tehran airports 
have been dosed »nce early in the war. 

President Bani-Sadr is reported to have 
told a group of Islamic envoys that there 
could be no meeting with Iraq unless two 
conditions were fijlfilled — as 'end to Iraqi 
“aggression" and what be called Baghdad's 
support for separatist rebels in western Iran. 

In Paris, Iran's charge d’affaires. Ali 
Baoifatemi. said bis country would be pre- 
pared to discuss a political settlement of the 
Gulf war if Iraqi forces withdrew from Ira- 
nian territory. “If the two superpowers and 
indeed any other countries keep out, 1 think 
we can reach a political settlement rapidly." 
he told a press conference. 

Meanwhile Iraq said Friday it was willing 
to negotiate a settlement with Iran. “ We wel- 
come any discusaon of the problems that cre- 
ated the current situation, whether at interna- 
tional or regional organizations," said Iraqi 
foreign minister Saadoun Hammadi in a 
statement broadcast by Baghdad radio. 

Hamoiadi said Iraq's prime concern was to 
safeguard its legitimate national rights, its 


territorial security and its sovereignty over its 
territorial waters. “Iraq definitely has- no 
intention to keep any Iranian territory... wdT 
has no mtention whatsoever to cany on the 
war once Iran recognized these principles," 
Hammadi added. 

He spoke after a meeting in Baghdad with 
his Cuban couoierpan Sidoro Malmierca 
who drove to ihe Iraqi capital from neighbor- 
ing Syria with the good offices of Cubun 
leader Hdel Chstro. head of the organization 
of non-aligned nations for this year. 

Hammadfs reference to international or 
regional organizations appeared to indicate 
that Iraq is willing to negotiate under die 
au^ices of tire United Nations or sudi bodies 
as theOrganization of the Islamic Conference 
or the nonaligned nations otganizadpn. 

Hammadi warned at the same time against 
any military assistance to Iran before a set- 
tlement is reached. “Any assistance offered 
to the Iranian re^me, e^ccially in the field of 
spare parts, will be considered an aa of 
aggression against Iraq'ssecurity," Hammadi 
warned. “This will reflect adversely on Iraq's 
relations with any country Chat offers t^ 
assistance." 

This appeared to be aimed at the United 
States following an Arabic language Israeli 
radio report that President Carter planned to 
consult his senior aides on the pc^bility of 
giving ^are parts to Iran's U.S.-made milit- 
ary hardware. 

The broadcast claimed Carter might be wil- 
ling to call off the spare parts ban if Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeinf s regime was willing to 
release the 52 American hostages .

Argentinian experts study livestock production 


By Alan Kenoey 

JEDDAH, SepL 26 ^ A team of Argentinian agricultural experts is touring the King- 
dom to study the countrys methods of livestock production. 

Ax the end of iti study, the four-man team «dU submit a report detailing methods by 
i^ch the Kingdom mig^t improve its m^ods of livestock production. 

The objectives of the study call for the team to study the possibilities of developing 
ammal resources (sheep goat and beef) for meat production; to study the most appropriate 
ways for the utiUzatioo of agricultural and animal by-products (slaughter houses by- 
products) and fish by-products for feeding animals; set up plans and programs for the 
optimum utifization of ranges; set jq) a study to establishing projects for the breeding and 
fattening of sheep, goats and young bulls from commercial farms and to identify the 
suitable regioa for such projects cooceroing breeding and fattening; and to set up alterna- 
tive suggestions to reduce pressure on the conriimption of red meats. 

Members of the team indude l^tis Salvador Verde, acting president of the Argentine 
Assodatirm for Animal Production; Cesar Alberto Vismara, d^uty director and director 
of the Balcarce livestock development project for the Argentinian government and the 
World Bank since 1967; Jor^ Alejandro Josifovich. president of the Argentina Federa- 
tion <rfAgriculmralEngiDeersAssodati<m since 1979: and Luis Guillermo Iwan. a national 
coordinator for the sheq> production program in Argentina. 

The visit com« in answer to a viat to BrazQ and Argentina by Commerce Minister Dr. 
Qrtiiman Al Solaim 10 July. While in Aigentina Solaira held talks with Argentinian ministers 
and senior indudtng the Mnilster of Agriculture Jorge Zorreguieia. Minister of 

Industry Dr. Albeno Grimoldi and the Vice hfinister of Foreign Trade. Lie Dumas. 

In addi tio n. Solaim flew to &£anda, a country estate, to inspect cattie and dairy farms. 
He also met witii representatives of the counts private sector to discuss posable coopera- 
tion between the two countries. Argentina is considered a granary of the world rince it is 
one of tile major produoefs of a wide vaire^r of grains and cereals. Also millions of head of 
cattle and sheep gr a ze on the country's vast ranges and 'are prime meat producers. 


Axgentinians have one of the highest protein diets of the world, and by applying the most 
advanced techniques in animal husbandry, the Argentine breeder gets a higher yield per 
animal and per pasture area. 

In discussing their tour. Cesar Alberto Visraara said the group had already ^nt some 
rime in Riyadh researching such topics as irrigation, sheep production, work by otiier 
missions a^ have talked with agricultural department directors and visited the College of 
Agriculture in order to learn what has already been done in Saudi Arabia with livestock 
production. 

The rest of the tour has involved inspections of livestock markets, slaughterhouses and 
even a dairy farm. Tlie group has visited Riyadh and the surrounding areas and also has 
visited AJ Baha and Al Oumfada. 

“The first step is to know the country and the Kingdom's main areas of agricultural 
production. To do this we have been talking to farmers, ctifidals and people to find out the 
main problems of meat production." Visroara said. Carrying out a dialogue with the 
farmers is important to the men of the mission since “ the farmer has his own feelings about 
situations and problems." 

After finding out the moods and opinions aS the farmers and officials a tedmidan can 
make better recommendations, Vismara said. Through this method then, not only are 
technical points of bettering production understood, but also the feelings of the people 
themselves, be added. “The main question we have is. is it pmsible to increase the 
effidcDQ^ of the farmer in growing on his land?" Vismara said. 

Jorge Alejandro Josifovi^, who has written more than 40 publications in the fields of 
foragp production, beef production systems and forage areas c£ Argentina, said he is 
researching how to get the feed to aninwis and the best way to do it, as well as the best way 
to use foods. 

And though the group members need to smdy the country's situation more fully before 
malting any report, Jo^ovich said, “ My first impresdon is that the Saudi peoftie know 
exactly vdiat anim^ need and how they should te managed."

Antiboycott laws challenged

HOUSTON — A laige U.S. manufacturer is 
chalienging U.S. antiboycott legislation in the 
U.S. court ^siem. 

Briggs and Stratton Corporation, a 
Delaware-based manufacturer of internal 
combustion engines, and Midiael Hamilton, 
vice president ^ international sales ai Briggs 
have filed a dvil suit against Philip W. Klutz- 
nick, secretary of the U.S. Department of 
Commerce, Robert E. Herzstein. assistant 
secretary for industry and trade at the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. Benjamin R. 
Civiletti, U.S. attorney general, and Presi- 
dent fimmy Carter on grounds that Briggs 
has been denied freedom of ^eedi and 
assodation and deprived of property without 
due process of law in violation of the First, 
Fifdi and Ninth Amendments of the U.S. 
constitution. 

“It is our contention that the Export 
Adnunistration Act is invalid." Elwin I. Zar- 
well, general counsel for Briggs and Statton 
said. 

The Export Administnition Act forbids 
any “United States person" to furnish infor- 
mation that supports a boycott imposed by a 
foreign country with which the United States 
is friendly. Although the act mentions no 
spedfic country, it is generally used to pro- 
fcdbit U.S. companies from answering ques- 
tions from Middle East countries about the 
companies' association, if any, with Israel. 

Briggs' was placed on the Arab League of 
States' “blacklist" 

The penally for answering such a boycott 
inquiry, according to the rules and regula- 
tions the Export Administration act are up 
to $10,000 for each violation and revocation 
of the authority to export goods. 

Briggs exported $15 million worth of 


engines to tbe Midcast in its fiscal year ending 
June 198U. according to a complaint filed in 
the United States Distria Court for the East- 
ern District of Wisconsin, and these sales 
account for the employment of more than 
UK) people at their Wisconsin plant. 

According to Zarwell. the repercussions 
financially to the company go beyond their 
sales to the Mideast, however. 

“Our engines are not an end product, but 
are used by manufacturers in Europe, the 
United States and Japan, in a variety of pro- 
ducts. such as lawn mowers, garden tractors, 
etc. These are manufactured in an assembly 
line process and the products are shipped all 
over the world. Because the assembly line is 
standardized, these manufacturers cannot 
use our engine regardless of its final destina- 
tion. if they plan to ship any to the Mideast. It 
affects our sales far more than just our 
Mideast export figures," he explained. 

Zanvei) said it was too soon to have a dollar 
figure on the company s losses, but it would 
be “substantial.” Several of their Eurc^ean 
customers have notified the firm that they can 
no longer use the engine as a component part 
in products that would be shipped to other 
countries as well as Arab countries, he said. 

“ That is not even the whole stoiy, though." 
Zarwell said. “There is also a hard-to-define 
dollar loss from providing replacement parts 
and service that would be generated from the 
initial sale of the engines.'* 

Briggs and Stratton is the second U.S firm 
to file suit against U.S. antiboycott legisla- 
tion. The Trane Company, a Wisconsin- 
based air-conditioning manufacturer, filed 
“essentialy the same suit" in 1978. according 
to Zarwell. 

The Trane suit which is still pending, was 
recently transferred to the Eastern District of 
Wisconsin District Court, the same court as 
the Briggs suit. 

Zarwell said he did not know when the case 
would be heard.

What^er reasons have been given for the preseot- wap- 
between Iran and Iraq, and whatever its consequences, the 
interest of the Arab and Islamic worlds is in its imme/^ate 
terinmation. The only perspective from which the war can be 
regarded is that of the common struggle against the common 
enemy; and looked at from within it, the Iraqi-lranian struggle 
is nodiing short of disastrous. Only Israel l»nefits from sudi 
struggles, when brother Muslims turn their weapons against 
eadi other rather than against ±e desecrators of the holy 
shrine and oppressors of the Palestinians. 

The voice that has to be heeded at the moment is that of 
Habib Al Chatti, secretary general of the Organization of 
Islamic Conference, when he called for an immediate cease- 
-fire and offered mediation by the friamic countries aiming at a 
peaceful solution to the dispute. C3iattTs call has to be sup- 
ported the Arab countries as a whole: Arabs and Muslims 
need urgently to stands tiie flow of Muslim blood in the area 
and to direct all available forces to the real battle front — 
against the Zionists. 

If Israel is the first beneficiary from sudi a struggle — and it 
has suffident reason for joy in Iraq, wbidb provides the 
strategic depth of the Arab East both militarily and geog- 
raphically, being turned away from the battlefront — there are 
others with reasons to rejoice. The Soviet Union looks to Iran 
as the Vsick man of the ^£ddle East;" and its disintegration as 
a state would make it ripe for " Afghanization." The United 
States would use the chaotic state of the area to place its 
military presence there, under the pretext of seoiring the flow 
of ofl. 

The reason that Iran and Iraq are now at war really pale 
beside the cost of the war to the hopes .and aspirations of the 
Islamic and Arab worlds. Yet one cannot but ray to Iran that it 
is particularly required to reconsider its polides and attitudes ' 
to the rest of the area. The former Shah earned a great deal of ' 
hostility by assuming the role of the policeman of the area — 
while the revolutionary regime, instead of abrogating this 
utterly, merely changed the role to that of the area's incendi- 
ary.

OUTSIDE AFABET, Eritrea — 

When the Soviet Union and Cuba swept into 
Ethiopia three years ago, the entire balance of 
power in Africa's strategic Horn appeared to be 
shifting in their favor. Today the situation looks 
quite different. 

The United States has cultivated new relations 
with a ring of states around Ethiopia, from Sudan 
through Kenya to Somalia. Peihaps more impor- 
tandy, a growing number of nadonalist movements 
within Ethiopia itself is providing a mounting 
threat to the Soviet-backed Addis Ababa regime. 

Nationalists in the province of Eritrea have man- 
aged to frustrate a series of major Ethiopian milit- 
ary offensives in the Red Sea coastal territoiy. and 
they now appear to have a slight military advantage 
over the estimated SO.OOO to 60.000 government 
troops based there?' 

The rapidly growu^ guerrilla movement in . 
neighboring Tigre pi^nce has also offered the 
central government a serious military and political 
chaUenge, and the emergence -of the Oromo move- 
ment in southern Ethiopia may prove to be the last 
straw. There are strong indications that these dispa- 
rate nationalist movements are seeking a formal 
united front. Sudi an alliance could not only tqjple 
the mDitary Junta of Col. Mengistu Mariam but 
could be the death blow to Soviet influence in the 
region. 


These movements appear also to oppose any 
Western influence, and the West has so far done 
nothing to help them. 

In a month-iong tour of the Eritrean war zone, I 
have found the flghters (^dmistic that the 19-year 
war for independence may be finally turning in their 
favor. 

For the past six months, the Eritrean People's 
Liberation Front (EPLF) has been training and 
arming recruits for both the Tigre People's Libera- 
tion Front (TPLF) and the Oromo Liberation Front 
(OLF), according to guerrilla leaders here. 

They have also begun daily radio con tan with the 
'Hgrean flghters to corrdinate their military opera- 
tions, and there is talk of setting up a concrete 
agreement among EPLF. TPLF. OLF, and other 
anti-govemmem forces whiidi could include the 
Western Somali Liberation Front (>^LF) in 
Ethiopia's southeastern Ogaden region, as well as 
exposition groups within the Addis Ababa capital. 

■ " We are extimistic that we wd be able to form a 
united, joint struggle against die junta.” said EPLF 
Political Bureau mendier Sebhat-Efram during an 
interview near the battlefront. ” We are ready to do 
anything for the consolidation of this unity.” 

The main problem for the Eritreans is ±e con- 
tinuing disunity within the Eritrean movement 
itself. RelaTOos between the powerful EPLF and 
die smaller Eritrean Uberation Front ( ELF ) have 
now deteriorated. EPLF leaders charge their rival 
with breaking a three-year-old merger agreement 


NATO at war over spending cuts

COPENHAGEN — 

As the fields and plains of Europe resound to the 
thunder of one of the biggest war games ever, die 
image of NATO cooperation has been damaged by 
a row over the level of commitment of some of the 
partners. 

Ihe main part of the “Autumn Forge” maneuv- 
ers, involving some 350.000 troops from 11 
nations,, is taUng place in northern Eurexe. That 
fact alone has rais^ some questions about the cre- 
dibility and commitment of the nordiem flank. 

It is even asked whether NATO might not one 
day have to use a good deal of its forces to retake 
Scandinavian countries which have been politically 
unwilling to ensure that tiieir own forces would be 
able to hold an invasion in the days necessary to 
allow foreign reinforcements to arrive. 

NATO's prime sinner seems to be Denmark. 
Commanding the entrance to the Baltic. Denmark's 
role would be to ny to prevent Warsaw Pact naval 
forces escaping to the h'igh seas and threatening 
Atlantic shipping routes. 

>Miile Norwegian cocrunitment to NATO cannot 
be doubted, it is also being said that recent decisions 
by the Norwegians not to place NATO depots in the 
northern areas of the country, but rather on the 
mid-west coast, will make the defense of nonhem 


Norway and its command of the Kola peninsula — 
the Warsaw Pact's back door — very drfficulL 
The military aspects of the apparent reluctance of 
Norway and Denmark to follow NATO wishes are 
serious enough. But it is the politick principles 
which are causing the greatest beadadieaat NATO 
headquartets. 

The fear is that what has been termed “ Denmar- 
kization" by the West German press may to 
other NATO countries. • 

WhDe the generals say they can carry out their 
contingency plarming and tell the politicians their 
minimum needs for the defense of tiieir countries, 
the piolitidans, in the present economic and political 
climate, seem unwilling to follow their advice. 

The Danish government has announced it wants 
a zero growth in the defense budget in a new agree- 
ment with opposition parties. Although railitaty 
erq)cnditure is inflation-linked, die nature of Dan- 
ish defense and its maintenance needs mean that 
such a political solution would involve a severe 
cutback in the defense forces. 

The word “ Oenmarkization” has brought stern 
comment from Prime Minister Anker Joergensen 
and Foreign Minister Kjekl Olesra, who object to it 
as describing a country wanting the beoeflts of 
coeperation with NATO but not willing to pay for 
them. Olesen recently made a speedi in whic^ he 
translated Oenmarkization’' as being a wish lo 


Start a process of the balancing of defense expendi- 
ture and foreign aid programs.- . 

Quoting the much-used flgures from the Brandt 
Report^ Olesen told the Social Democratic Party 
congress that the developed countries were spend- 
ing far t(70 much money on defense and far too little 
on development aid. 

But the major factor in “ Deninarkization” is that 
Denmark simply cannot afford to increase its 
defense- budget. The dire straits of the Danish 
economy, coupled with the politically impossible 
dedrion of reducing welfare x^oding in favor of 
higher military spending, make Ae Denmarfc- 
NATO debate purely academic. 

The economic crisis has caused the Danes to look 
for areas in which they can save every penny. In a 
basically anti- military country, the d^ense ^dget 
is always the most vulnerable. Not even'a confid»- 
tial exdiange of letters between the. American 
Defense Secretary, Harold Brp^,^d .Ae Minister 
for Defense, Poul Soegaard, has been to save 
the defense budget. 

Brown warned that zero growth would, due to its 
drastic effect on the Danish defense fotces, remove 
the. possibility of the U.S. Marines beii% able to 
help Denmark in a moment (^.crises, the implica- 
tion being that Denmark, a mere two minutes' fly- 
ing time away from Warsaw f^ct would be 

immediately lost. (OFNS) .<* 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


The weekend newpapers led with stories on the 
Iraqi-lranian battle. Al Jadrah ran as its lead a 
repon of a telephone call from King Khaled to 
President Saddam Hussein of Iraq, in which the 
monarch expressed his concern and brotherly feel- 
ings to the Iraqi leader. Okm. dedared diat the 
Arabs stand tty Iraq, and in another prominent 
story, quoted President Carter as saying “ we would 
not allow the dosure of the Straits of Hormuz.” Al 
Sadvra reported a naval encounter in Shan Al-Arab 
between the Iraqi and Iranian naities, v/idlcAl Yom 
led with the Iraqi fortes' furdier advice into the 
Ir anian territory and quoted the Iranian President 
as acknowledging the supremacy of the Iraqi army. 

New^pers spread on tiieir front pages war 
reports highli ghting the Iraqi thrust on the Iranian 
forces. In a front-page story A/ Nadwa reported that 
PLO Chief Yasser Arafat was in Iraq for consulta- 
tions with the Iraqi leadership and was expected to 
visit Tehran to discuss a ceasefire. In a promioent 
front-page story. Okaz flashed the U.S. denial of 
supplying arms' spare parts to Iran. It also reported 
die Syrians denying supplying arms to Iran. Al 
JosUvh gave page-one treatment to the celebrations 
in North Yemen to raarit the 18th anniversary of its 
September revolution. 

New^aper editorials highlighted die meetings of 
the Muriim World Lea^e in Mecca, saying the 
T^agiiff has given a new vision to the support for the 
holy war. The paper stressed the importance of 
Arab unity and described It as the most effective 


weapon in encountering any hostile attempt on 
Arab security. The papers also dweDed on the U.N. 
General Assembly's session and said its delegates 
are discussing the Middle East issue from the stand- 
point of Camp David's failure in the realization of 
peace in the region. 

AlJesUiA reported in an editorial tiie chance that 
the U.N. General Assembly to suspend Israefs 
memberdiip in the world body. The paper noted the 
increasii^ critidsm of the Israeli policy by several 
foreign ministers of die member couniries. It reiter- 
ated that their strong critidsm supports the belief 
that mere condemnations nr threaui of applying 
sanctions would not deter the Israeli gwemment 
from taki n g actions against the Palestinian Arabs. 
The paper hoped diat the woilU forum would now 
be convinced that Israefs activities would bring to 
the situation further tension in the region and would 
permanently threaten die world's peace and sec- 
urity. Ibe paper also observed that a reconridora- 
tion of Israefs memberdup to the United Nations 
had become a necessity, in view of the great threat 
to world peace and security and the usurpation of 
the legitimate rights of the people of the area. 

Dealing with the Arab unity. Okee. noted that 
Arab histoiy provides enough testimony that their 
unity and strength had been their most weapons 
against any attempt on the Arab security. It reiter- 
ated that the oonspirades of the world Zionist 
forces and other hostile powers force the Arabs to 
take a united stance which would help them repel 


anyone threatening the legitimate rights of the 
Arabs to a peaceful and stable life. *rbe paper 
cautioned that the current threatening situation has 
been intended to keep Arabs from playing their role 
in their crucial issue with the Zionists. The paper 
also called upon the Arabs to avoid such polides 
which affect adversely Arab progre» and help 
weaken Islamic unity and solidarity, which is the 
best weapon to protect the Islamic interests in the 
world. 

Okaz said in an editorial that Islamic, countries 
are striving to take a positive step in the light of 
Crown Prince Fahifs call. The Islamic nation's pod- 
live steps would help it realize its objectives, which 
Formed a major part of the deUberations of the 
Muslim World Le^e in Mecca, the paper said. It 
added that the Muslims are convinced of the need 
for the call for the holy war, whidi has been made at 
a time when the supeipoweis are engaged In a fight 
for superraaey and the Zionists are revelling in their 
bloody games. 

Commenting on the UJ4. General Assembly's 
present ttoadM Jadfok noted that the countries of 
the worid have almost unanimously agreed to con- 
demn Israel for its actions and its deedaration on the 
status of Jerusalem. Hie tenor of ^>eedies in the 
General Assembly session furtiier confirm tiiat the 
U.N. member countries are concerned with world 
peace and security and are convinced of the failure 
of the Camp David accords in bringing peace and 
stabilitv in the Middle Ease 








and attacking their forces frt>m the rear during the 
last six months. 

Six ELF defectors interviewed here daim they 
had not been ordered to figjit against Ethiopia since 
1978. Instead, they say, their leaders have been 
mobilizing for war with the EPLF while initiating 
talks with Ethiopia and die Soviet Union to readi a 
compromise to end the war. 

However, the rapidly diantegrating ELF appears 
to offer little military threat to the other move- 
ments. 

The deserters say ELF forces now number less chan 
5,000 men. EPl^ leaders say diat 830 ELF deser- 
ters have joined them so far this year, and they 
predict a continuing outflow. 

A series of limited EthicxiaQ attadcs Iiere in 
August was repulsed by the ^LP, and fighting by 
Tigrean and Somali nationalists ^Isewhcre-i ^l j^ 
fragile Ethiopian cmplK app^rs to liave^onltli* 
led a renewal of the offenavc. 

During the past three weeks. TPLF leaders say, 
the government has doubled the size pf its force in 
Tigre to over 40,000 troops in order to laundi a., 
campaign there. 

Inaeased counter-insurgency activity is also 
reported by the OLF . in the south, though the 
Oromo nationalists do not appear to be engaging 
the government on anywhn'e.neaf the scale of the 
Eritreans and the Hgreans. ~ (OFNS)

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Muskie, Gromyko 
okay arms talks 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept 26 (AP) — 
U.S. Secretary ofState ^mund Muskie and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
have reached agreement to open superpower 
negotiations for a cutback in nudear missiles 
in Europe.

In Vienna meanwhile, the 22nd round of 
the seven-year-old East-West talks on a 
reduction of forces in central Europe evened 
Thursday with no apparent sign of a fiist- 
st^ge agreement in si^L 

Spokesmen of East and West met the press 
af^r the 246th plenary session, each c^ng 
on the other not to hinder an agreement. 
Ambassador Emil Keblusek, the head of the 
Qedioslovak delegation, said that in order 
to reach an agreement “political will and a 
ci^tructive approach" of all participants 
necessary. 

S\ Western spokesman said Luxembourg 


Ambassador Edouard Moiitor addressed the 
plenary session and made it dear that an 
agreement could only be readied 'when the 
data issue and associated measures were set- 
tled. The data issue, so proved a stumbling 
block. 

Western estimates say the Soviet side has 
an advantage of 150,000 men in the reduc- 
tion area. This, coupled with geographic 
advantage, which makes Soviet forces 
stationed in central Europe -and those in the 
Soviet Union one single integrated force, 
would give the East an even greater advan- 
tage if the data issue wasnot^lved correctly. 

SpedHcally, the Eastern side is being asked 
to provide clear answers to . Western ques- 
tions on troop strength and other figures on 
Soviet forces, the Western spokesman 
explained. 

The East so far raaintained that the differ- 
ence in the manpower was negligible and that 
ground and air forces of the two sllianees 
were about equal. 

Kebiusek pointed out that the West had 
received “updated numerical data on man- 
power'' and that the time had now come to 
formulate“in a businesslike manner, point by 
point, the concrete text of the first stage 
agreement."

B^GKOK, Sept. 26 (AFP) — Tense dis- 
cussions at ambassadorial level were held at 
the U.S. Embassy Thursday as a massive 
s<^dal threatened to erupt in amnecdon 
with the sale of seeds destined for starving 
Cambodian refugees. ‘ 

A senior U.S. government offidal from 
the world-wide American assistance prog- 
ram, the Agency for International Develop- 
ment (AID), was arrested in a Washii^toa 
hotel room tois week by Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents as he was allegedly in the 
process of accepting a $ 9,000 payoff. 

George Warner, a high-ranking ctfficer in 
AID working out of Thailand, allegedly 
extorted more than $ 1 00,000 from brokers 
here who were supplying relief programs with 
rice seeds for dbtr^tion to the enormous 
influx of starving Cambodian refugees along 
UmilaocTs eastern frontier. Warner is 
charged with con^ira^ to defraud the 
United States government 

Warner is allied to have extorted the 
money from the local company whidi buys 
the rice seed and distributes it by thceateaii^ 
to switdi brokers unless he was paid aizable 
kick-backs. 

The fraud involves United Nations agen- 
cies to whom Warner was seconded during 
his time in Thailand. 

AID usually works separately from the 
United Nations, and has in fact been operat- 
ing in Thailand for several years. But when 
die refugee crisis here arose, the U.S. gov- 
ernment provided funds whidi were made 
available to the U.N.'s Worid Food Program- 
(WFP), based in Rome. Warner was sec- 
onded to the W^ about nine mondis ago^ 

The WFP normally works on a tender sys- 
tem, but diis lime two voluntary agencies. 


Care and Worid Relief, offered to buy the 
rice seeds for the program. Their request was 
approved, and they passed the invoices to 
him. He passed them on to die U.S. Embassy, 
where they were deared.

Sick Soviets rely on granny^ s nostrums 


French mushrooin-pickers siippihg 




MOSCOW, Sept. 26 (WP) - nie Soviet 
^Jnion is a land of 200 million doctors. Live 
lere a while and you' ^ that every man. 
voman and child over the age of 12 is a 
walking compendium of cures. 

Occupants of new high-rise apartments 
'rom Moscow to Novoabirsk may have left 
behind them babushka's rural Izba and 
woodbuming stove, but not her time-tested 
remedies for runny noses and rheumatism. 

There are outpatient dinics vridiin walking 
Jistanoe of most apartment blocks in Soviet 
dties. Doctors regularly make house calls for 
the patient who is running a temperature. But 
lost everyone dips into grandma's medidne 
ig before seeking professional advice. Rus- 
sians devoutly prefer to avoid "chemistry" in 
medication if at all possible, and they 
promptly offer counsel to each other and to 
the foreigner who is looking peaked. 

Soviets watch for die slightest symptom of 
ill healdi widi the vigilance of the party activ- 
ist sniffing out unortbodoay. One can obtain 
five-day medical leave for a fever of 99.6, or 
lesser indications of the onset of diseasd. 
Few are reluctant to stay home, but all 
"dread the bo^ital. Wards are croweded, 
nursing care minimal and grudging, the food 
lousy. Sophisticr : ‘.d medidnes axe difficult to 
get. and of uncertain quality, These probiems 
bolster the national attraction to the home 
medic and his domestic remedies. 

Preventive care and cures for the common 
cold, of course, come first in these, diilly 
dimes. As soon as fall arrives. Moscow home 
pbysidans think and shop vitamins — not 
pilb, but fiuits and vegetables. In addition to 
the staple nutrient-providers — apples, tur- 
nips and cabbie — September filk the peas- 
ant ibarkets widt Vitamin C-rich cranberries, 
pomegranates from central Asia and most 
valuable of all — bladt currants. 

Chopped raw and conserved witii sugar, 
these nuggest of good healtii are pt^ed 
“just in case," with all Linus Pauling's 
enthusiasm for massive doses of Vitamin C 
pills. But if you can’t find or afford berries, 
garlic and onion in large diunks also keep 
germs a^ny — not to mention your neighbor 
on the metro. 

Vllicn the inevitable cold strikes, the Rus- 
sian icebox and cupboard shelf hold just 
about everything believed needed to Set- 
back. First comes a good cup of tea with 
raspberry jam, ora brew of linden leaves with 
honey. This is supposed to bring the fever 
pouring out, while your SSbviet home prac- 
titioner prepares a mustard plaster (3 cents 
, for lU small sandpaper-like sheets) for your 
and crinkles mustard powder in thick 
wM:«odcs for your feet. 

Tosooihe the scratchy throat, nothing, the 
Sawict homemaker believes, beats warm irulk 
wfift. butter. Borzhomi mineral water or 
hooey. But the pie<» de resistance is onion 
jiace for the acutely stuffed-up nose. Two 
drops per nostril from an onion freshly grated 
over cotton can clear the head with explosive 
force.

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Honey serves a predominantly medidnal 
purpose in the Soviet Union. A Russian 
friend was scandalized to see tw American 
viators siatiiering it on their toast. “It will 
make them sweat, weaken their bodies and 
subject them to chills," she cautioned. At S6 a 
pound at the market — therc'salmost none at 
state stores this bad harvest year — little, 
wonder honey is carefully husbanded. 

Musde aches, lumbargo, rhumatism and 
arthritis frequently trouble those toters of 
heaw h.’ics who travel the sidewalks and 


subw^ of the Soviet Union. For them, 
babushka' recommends leqgi&y sespons with 
heating padiis of dean sand heated in oven or 
on radmtor. Compressses of olive or rub- 
bing alchofaol at the back the head or small 
of the bade are believed to relieve blood: 
pressure headches or inched nerves. Wrap- 
'ping leaves of the youtm nettle or burdock 
around sprined musd^rrheumatic joints or 
painful bunions is said to work mtrades. 

Such- homeopathic medidne, or the use of 
curative herbs, has andent roots in Russia. 


Peasants in pre-revolutionaxy times seldom 
had access to doctor. ICnowledge of the cura- 
tive properties of local plants and herbs could 
mean the difference between life and death. 

£veiy household had its own store of dried 
flowers, seeds, roots and bark collected in the 
summer and fall to take the family through 
the winter's illnesses. 

Through war, cold, fantine and rebuilding, 
the hoary archive of folk medidne never lost 
Its value. ' ' . 



Veal lovers hack off 

Italy bans ‘doped’ meat 


FA.R1S, SepL 26 ( AFP) — A centuries-oid 
Frendi custom — mushroom gathering — 
might literally die out. Doctors warned Wed- 
nesday that too many city folk are picking and 
gating poisonous ones. - 

Sp^alistsat the anti-poison center at Fer- 
nand Vidal Ho^itat here fear increased 
deaths and illness in Prance this year for this 
reapm. They base their fears on rising num- 
bers of pet^le being treated in hospitals in 
rec^t montiis after eating poison mus- 
hrooms they mistook for edible varieties. 

Several hundred people are taken ill annu- 
ally from eating the poisonous .toadstools, 
and thedeatb toll varies from as few.as lOio 
as' many as lOQ. The latest serious' case .eon- 
cerned a family last weekend who-f ell ill after 
eating ti^rn. A four-year-old girl died, and 
seven adulitt are at present on the hospital 
'-.danger^Bfc The only member of (he family 
,'uiho did not eat the poisoned miiihrooms is 
also uLhospiial, suffering from shock. 


Mushroom gathering is an old French cus- 
tom and every weekend several hundred 
thousand people flock into the countryside to 
pick them. Forests and woods are particularly;' 
rich in mushrooms, having over 3.U00 differ- . 
ent spedes. 

About 20 of them are violently toxic, • , 
readung maturity as autumn approadies and 
the soil and aimo^here are humid. 

The main kiUers are the amantte phalloid 
'■ and its two sisters, widely known in the rest of 
'•Europe and North America as “ foofs-mus- 
farooms. "

Veal is certainly the most expensive meat 
at S 1 5 a kJIaaad since die economic boom in 
the’6Q's has been a status dish. But all tins 
coiild end witii the new law' forbidding the 
sale 'of veal which is the product of farmers 
giving their calves artificial .'hormones .to 
make them increase weight abnormally. 

A similar .state of affairs in France has 1'^ 
to a current housewives'- boycott whidi tiu 
imt sales of veal by half in two weeks. A 
leading Frendi consumers' assodation daims 
that “doped" veal is injurious to humaiu. 
French veierinarians have demanded the r^ 
ignation' of Agriculture Minister Pieite 
Mehaignerie.

Agriculture Minister Giovanni 
Marcora, seized on this by telling the press, 
“A general accusation gainst farmes will 
only punish tens of thousands of honest ones 
who will lose heavily." 


Radiation risk lower than expected, scientists report 


WASHINGTON, SepL 26 ( WP) — A new . 
National Academy of Sciences report has 
conduded that the healtii threat posed ' by 
low-level nudear radiation is considerably 
less than most sdentists previously have ca^ 
culated. 

The report immediately became con- 
troverrial. with a dissenting academy member 
— the author of a radiatioD report made only 
last year — saying that the risk, wblle low js . 
greater than dbe latest r^ort says and “far 
from negligible." 

The repon set the stage by pointing out 
that the average person is exposed to only a 
fifth of a *• rad" of radiation per year, half of it 
from natural sources in the earth and the air, 
haff from medical and dental X-rays. 

Exposure to one rad a year for an entire 
lifetime — far more than almost anyone is 


cxpobcrd tn — wcmld cause a 3 to 8 per cent 
increase in deatiisfrom cancer or about 5,000 
to 13,000 excess deaths among a million per- 
sons, the report said. About 164,000 canttr 
;deatte would normally be expected in a mil- 
lion jpeople, it said. 

Even sudi an increase would be detectable 
'only “by statistical means," that is, by couiii- 
irtg death's in the entire population, the report 
said. “The cancer of any given person cannot 
- be attributed, with certainty" to low-level 
radiation, and “in general, the smaller 
radiation dose, the smaller the likelihood tiiat 
radiation was the cause." 

The report was the latest and. academy 
' officials hoped, the last for the present of.a 
series of a so-called "BElRrepoits" from the 
sdence academy's Committee on the Biqlq^' ; 
ical l^ecls of Ionizing iRadiation. ' 

A repon last year, written by a commiaee 


headed by Dr. Edward Radford of the Uni- 
versity of nttsburgb, also placed low-leyel 
radiation — nudear radiation. X-radiation 
and similar" ionizing" or ceiL-affecting rays 
— low on the scale of human risks, and mudi 
lower than a first academy BEIR report had 
estimated in 1972. 

The 1 979 report triggered a revolt by some 
committee members who claimed that^ it 
noneAeless overesti.mated low-level radia- 
tion's effeas “by a faaor of 10."

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (LAT) — TTic 
Unit^ States has a surplus ^ oil supplies 
sufficient to withstand for 164 days a major 
intenuptioQ of petroleum imports equal to 
the 1973 Arab oil embargo. Deputy Secret- 
aiy of ^ergy John Sawhill has said. 

Sa«4iill delivered his optimistic assessment 
to a Senate subcommittee, against a back- 
ground of spreading warfare between Iran 
and Iraq, two important coproducing coun- 
tries in the Middle East. 

Tlw United States has imported no Iranian 
oil since February and inqwrts only 37.000 
bweU daily Iraq — a tiny Action of the 17.8 
million barrels consumed in this country each 
day. 

But Western Europe and Japan consume 
large volumes of oil from the warring states. 
An interruption of supplies because of bomb- 


ing at refineries and oil fields coUld send 
world prices dimbing. with a spillover effect 
on the United' States. 

In 1979. a mere 4 per cent shortage of 
Iranian ^ in die United States wasenough to 
predpitate a 160 per cent rise in the average 
price of crude oil. 

Hi^r prices have cut the demand for 
gasoline and ottier petroleum products this 
year, and die recession has further curbed the 
American econom/-5 appetite forpetroleum. 
Primary itseks of -chide oil and petroleum 
products;, held at refineries, storage terminals 
and other locatfoas .maiiitaiDed by oil com- 
panies, are near r^id levels, Sawhill told 
the Invesdg^ons Subcommittee of the Senate 
Governmental Affairs Cbminittee Monday.

U.S. raises discount rate to 11% 


• WASHINGTON, Sept. 16(R) — TheU.S. 
Central Bank has raised the discount rate to 
1 1 percent from U) per cent in an attempt to 
discourage too rapid a recovery from several 
months of recession. 

The discount rate, set periodically by the 
Federal Reserve Board (Fed) or central 
bank, governs interest rates throu^out the 
countiy. 

Thursday's one per cent rise, announced

less than 1 million barrels daily. Current sup- 
plies could "entirely offset a disruption of the 
size and length of the 1 973 embaigo” and still 
fonush another4U days of protection.Sawhill 
said. 

The petroleum stockpiles dted by Sawhill 
are ownedand coiuroll^ by private oil com- 
panies; not by the government. However, the 
Depanment of Energy has die authority to 
order companies to distribute more gasoline 
and other products. That authori^ was not 
used durii^ the critis montiis of 1979, when 
gasoline lines formed at service stations in 
many dties. 

If a new supply crisis fait tbe United States, 
the government would tiy to deal h first by 
dosely overseeing the dl companies' handl- 
ing of their supplies. If lines developed, the 
first thing the government would do is 
Strongly encourage companies to draw down 
their inventories, one D^artment of Energy 
official said.

Closed -door U.N. meeting 


Islamic Conference 
plans mediating role 


UNITED NATIONS. Sept. 26 (Agencies) 
— Islamic Conference states met Friday to 
work out bow they could mediate in the fight- 
ing between Iran and Iraq, fellow members of 
the 40-nation group. 

Agha Shahi, foreign minister of Pakistan 
and chairman of the group, called a meeting 
for Friday morning to conader plans for a 
mediating role. After day-iong consultations, 
the council Thursday ni^t deferred action to 
await the outcome of the Islamic delegates' 
meeting. 

All 1 5 members of the council held a dosed 
meeting Thursday night, their third round of 
full-scale consultations on the crisis, but 
agreed not to proceed to an open session. 

The council has so far only issued a state- 
ment, through its president, calling on Iran 
and Iraq to halt the cooflia and settle their 
differences through negotiations. Neither 
Iran nor Iraq has asked for the coundfs 
intervention. 

General Zia Ul-Haq, the head of state of 
Pakistan and president of the Islamic confer- 
ence, was mentioned as a likely choice of 
mediator, if, as expected, both combatant 
nations agreed. 

Diplomatic sources said a peace mission 
could be on its way to Baghdad and Tehran 
widiin hours of the formal dedsion, with its 
first task the securing ctf an early cease-fire. A 
Securit>* Coundl declaration or resolution 
also calling for a cease-fire and possibly 
proposing a deadline could reinforce this 


move. 

Some non-aligned members of the coundl 
said Thursday night the U.N. enforcement 
body should woric in tandem with the Islamic 
Conference. One delegate noted that Artide 
33 of the U.N. charter ^dfically endorses 
peace-making initiatives by regiona] bodies. 

international efforts to end the conflict got 
under way Friday after the United States and 
the Soviet Union ^reed that the fighting 
should not expand into what U.S. Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskie called “the 
unthinkable" — a nudear confrontation 
between the two superpowers.' 

Muskie, peaking after three-and-a-half 
hours of tallu with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, said any Middle East con- 
flict had a potential of escalating into a U.S.- 
Soviet nudear confrontation. But he added: 
“I don' t think that it is going to happen on the 
basis of my present perceptions of the 
attitudes of Ae Soviet Union and ourselves." 

As land, sea and air battles entered a fifth 
day. Iran and Iraq escalated thdr war of 
woids, witii Baghdad Radio daiming that 
Iranian revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini was dead. Tehran Radio quickly 
denied the report. 

Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat was to 
have talks in Tehran, Friday after arriving 
from Baghdad on a peace mission. No details 
of Arafat's talks in Baghdad have been 
released, but he has the respect of some 
senior revolutionary leaders in Tehran.

Beirut. Sept. 26 (AP) — The lives of the 52 
American hostagbi In Iran have not been 
endangered by Iraqi attacks on Iran, a 
spokesman at the revolutionary guard head- 
quaners in Tehran said in a telephone inter- 
view. 

“They are all right. They are in safe 
places," said the revolutionary guardsman, 
who refused to give his name. 

“As we know, the militant students have 
moved them to different places, but they are 
all ri^t." he said.

Hormuz isles^fate in balance 


BAHRAIN, Sept. 26 (AP) — Gulf affairs 
experts have said the Iraq-Iran conflict will 
inevitably shake Tehran's control on three 
tiny islands commanding the southern gate- 
way of the vital tanker route through the 
Hormuz Straits. 

Forces of the late Shah of Iran seized the 
islands of Abu Mussa. Greater Tunb and Les- 
ser Tunb in 1971. Iran has maintained garri- 
sons on them since then. 

The United Arab Emirates (UAE) pro- 
tested at the time and asked Iran to vacate the 
three islands, which belonged to the shek- 
doms of Sharjah and Ras el Khaimab. mem- 
bers of the seven-emirate federation. 


But the revolutionary regime of Ayatollah 
Khomeini has rejected the UAE daim to the 
three islands and insisted on annexing them. 

Shortly before the latest round of Gulf 
fighting, Iraq asked Iran to relinquish the 
island to Arab sovereignty, but Tehran was 
adamant in refiisins. 


The islands command strategic locations 
that give Iran an effective military control 
over navigation through the Hormuz Straits, 
where nearly 86 per cent of Middle East oil 
traffic and about half of the non-Communist 
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woriefs oil imports pass. 

“Hie islands' strategic importance to the 
Gulf is similar to that of Gibraltar and Tan- 
gier in the Mediterranean and Aden to the 
Red Sea." a Bahrain offidal said. “Any 
power in control of these islands can ulti- 
mately dictate political, military and trade 
conditions in Gulf coutries." 

In the second half of the 1 9tb century Bri- 
tan was in control of the Gulf region, Lndud- 
ing the Omani coast and the three islands. 
Arab merchants established lucrative trade in 
the islands in the early years of the 20th cen- 
tury, when Iran tried to compete with them. 

In 1904 the Iranians landed troops on the 
three islands but had to pull out three months 
later, underpressure from the British occupa- 
tion authorities. The Iranians claimed at the 
time that their trade routes to Africa and 
India were insecure and insisted that die 
islands were once part of the old Persian 
empire. 

'The Iranian claim slumbered more than 
half a century and was revived in 1971, when 
Britain declared its intention to end its occu- 
pation in the Gulf region. 

Hie late Shah of Iran sent his troops to the 
three islands and annexed them on Nov. 30. 
] 97 1 , a day before the United Arab Emirates 
were proclaimed. The UAE consists of Abu 
Dhabi, Dubai, Sharjah. Ras el Khaimab, 
Fujeira and Ajman in a nine-year-old federa- 
tion. 

Abu Dhabi is the largest and richest of the 
seven emirates. Dubai also is ridi in oil and 
Sharjah ranks third in the order of wealth. 

Abu Mussa, off the Shaijah coast, is three 
miles long and two miles wide and is inha- 
bited by about UOO Arabs. 

Greater Tunb. near Ras el Khaimab, is 
eight miles in length and four miles in breadth 
and has a population of 8UU. 

Lesser Tunb. eight miles west of Greater 
Tunb, is a triangle shaped area one mile long 
and three-fourths of a i.iilc wide. Farming 
and fishing arc the main occupation of the 
residents of the three islands.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) — In an 
abrupt policy revers^, the U.S. State 
Department temporarily blocked a pending 
sale of general electric gas nubine engines for 
Italian frigates ordered by the Iraqi Navy. 

Department ^kesman Jack Cannon said 
the decision came in response to the deepen- 
ing hostility between Iraq and Iran, and 
reflected tile American dttire not to take 
sides in the conflict. He said the dedsion was 
not related to administration fears the 
safe^ of the 52 American ht^tages in Iran. 

Carmon said the administration would 
reconsider its decision to block the sale once 
there is an easing of tensions in the re^oc. 
The transaction involved eight G.E. engines 
worth about $11 .2 million wfaidi were to be 
used in four Lupo class frigates being built in 
Italy. Two of the engines already h^e been 
shipped. Thursday's dedsion involved the 
remaining six engines. 

In re;|p 9 /^se to press inquiries, the State 
Depart^nt.iiad said as recently as Wednes- 
day afternoon that its approval of tiie sale was 
not affected by the outbreak of hostilities 
between Iran and Iraq. Cannon-said the pol- 
icy reversal was based on “our conviction that 
everything must be done to redwe tensions." 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 26 (R) — Prospects of 
Greece's early return to the military wing of 
NATO have been opened up by a softening 
of Turkey's stand on its dispute with Athens 
over control of the Aegean Sea, NATO 
sources said Friday. TWkey has so frur 
opposed Greece's return until the two 
nations agree on the division of militaty 
responabilities in the Aegean. 

But Turkey's miliiaiy rulers were now say- 
ing privately that Athens should return to 
NA*rO first and leave the delineation of 
commands to the military of both countries, 
the sources said. 

An end to the quarrel between Athens and 
Ankara would solve NATO's most troubling 
internal problem and strengthen the 
alliance's south-east flank bordering the 
iVfidcOe EasL Greece left NATOs inmgrated 
military structure in 1 974 in protest against 
Turkey's military interventiott in Cyprus. 

Athens warns to return and has warned 
that if its bid is blocked it would ask the 
United States to remove American bases in 
Greece. These indude the Suda Bay naval 
base and the Candia air station on Crete, the 
HeDenikon militaty aircraft command center 
in Athens and a naval communications fadl- 
iiy at Nea Makri near .Marathon. 

Greece also demands that it be given the 
same commands itfaad in 1974 at NATO land 
and air headquarteis at Izmir in Thrkey. Tur- 
key argues that the old structure did not give 
it enough c^erational control in an area vital 
to its interests. 

Greece fears Turkey might try to isolate 
and eventually gain cont^ of the many 
Greek islands, some dose to the Turkish 
mainland. Turkey, in turn, is afinid of being 
cut off from the open seas and has accused 
Greece of militarizing some islands.

WASHINGTON, S^L 26 — Hie World 
Bank and the International Monetary FUnd, 
in a move to defuse the controvert over 
observer status for the Palestine Libmtion 
Organization, have dedded- to invite no 
obs^ers at all to their annual meetings here 
next week. 

The decisioD in response to a pn^ 
osal by the ehairman of the 1980 meetings, 
Tanzanian Finance Ministei; Amii Jamal, 
wiioce original inviiatioQ to die PLO led the 
United States and its allies to push through a 
resolution denying observer status to the 
Palestinian organization. 

After passage of this resolution. Jamal said 
that if the PLO's economic unit, the Palesti- 
nian National Fund, could not attend the 
meeting slated to open Sept 30, then no 
observers should be invited. First the IMF 
and then the World Bank agreed to this for^ 
mula. 

Bank sources said that this decision was 
essential face-saving formula, designed to 
avoid a floor debate at the meetings on the 
PLO issue between pro-Arab and pro*U.S. 
delegates. 

Hie formula would not prevent outride 
ecouomic o^nizations from attending the 
meetings, since they could be invit^ as 
“qiecUl guests rather than as ^^observers," 
the sources said. 


Iran blamed for undeclared war 


AMMAN. SepL 26 ( R) — I^'s Deputy 
Prime \hnister Tareq A^ Friday blamed 
Iran for the undeclared war between die 
two Gulf States. Aziz, who arrived here 
from Paris Thursday oi^t. charged tiiatthe 
Iran government had violated the Algiers 
agreement of 1975 between the- former 
Shah and President Saddam Hu»ein. then 
Iraq's Mce-president 

He told a press conference here ihar 
while Iran gained the priMlege of partird 
sovereignty over Shatt Al-Arab estuary, 
under the agreement. Iraq gained almost 
nothing. The agreement, he said, proMded 
for the return to Iraq of all Iraqi lerrirory 
seized by the former Shah, but that territory 
had never been given bade to the Iraqis, he 
added. 

Joint committees had been formed 
delineate the border between the two 
neighboring countries but they adiieved 
nothing as the Shah was ousted and Iraq 
marked time in its contacts with Iran f<diow- 
ing the Islamic revolution. Aziz said. 

He also charged that Iran had interfered 
in the internal affairs of Iraq and the Gulf 
Arab states often saying that the Gulf area 
belonged to Iran. 

He ciivrd an incident when former Iranan 
Foreign Minister Ootbzadeh was asked dur- 
ing a visit to a Gulf Arab state about his 
country's position regarding Iraq's request 
for the return of three islands in the Straits 
of Hurmoz, to Arab sovereignty. Ou^ 


zadeb said: “Iraq itself is originally Per- 
rian...." 

Not only the Iranians refused to return 
occupied Iraqi territory to Iraq “but they 
turned them into miJitaiy positions from 
where they shelled civilian targets in iCban- 
qeen, Zeibata and Naftkhaneb," Azizsaid. 

He charged that between June 6 this year 
and SepL 13 the Iranians committed a total 
of 187 military aggressions against Iraq. 

Aziz said Iraq spared no effort to come to 
a peaceful solution with Iran “but the 
arrc^ance of die Iranians have prevented a 
settlement of the issue.” 

The Algiers agreemeothad provided that 
it would Ire null and voidif any of its articles 
were violated. “Hie Iranians have violated 
the agreement 1^ refusing to return Iraq 
territory." be said.- 

When the Iranians persisted in their 
refusal despite the many Iraqi contacts 
through diplomatic diaimels, Iraq bad to 
abrogate the Algiers agreement and dedare 
full sovereignty over the Shatt Al-Arab 
river (which forms pan of the border) bet- 
ween the two countries, Aziz said. 

Asked whether all the Iraqi territory 
which had been taken by the Irajiians were 
now recovered. Aziz said they were in fact 
under Iraqi control when Prerident Saddam 
Hussein made his speech in parliament on 
Sept. 17. 

Asked what terms and conditions Iraq 
would impose for halting the fig hting , Aaz 


said “we have no conditions, all that we 
want from Iran is to respea our sovereignty 
over our land and waters and reject the 
sovereign^ of the Gulf states, in addition to 
returning Ae three islands in the Straits of 
Hurmoz to Arab soverrignty." 

The three islands, the Greater and Lesser 
Tonbs and Abu Moussa, were occupied by 
the Iranian fleet when Britain pulled Out 
the east of Suez nearly in the l97(Ts. 

He rejected any foreign intervention in 
the area and said Iraq would ^t any coun- 
try which intervened though it rejected 
international interests in the region. 

He reiterated that Iraq had no territorial 
ambitions in Iran and only wanted the 
Tehran government to re^ct good neigh' 
borliness and seek to cooperate with its 
neighbor and otiier Gulf states. 

^ked on the results of his talks in Most 
cowand Paris, Azizsaid they were goodand 
bad covered common interests and other 
international issues. He regarded die 
United States which he said supported the 
Zionist enemy as the prime enemy of Iraq 
and warned that if it intervened in tiie Gulf, 
Iraq would fight against it .

Private took U.S. connection from embassy 


NEW DELHI, Sepi. 26 (Agencies) — 
When Red army Private Alexander Kudov 
left the American embassy in Kabul in a 
black .Mercedes limousine flying the Soviet 
flag this week he carried in his pocket the 
unlisted telephone number of the U.S. 
Embassy in Moscow for use if he was 
chrcdiened by his people, a Western diploma- 
lie source said. 

Private Alexander Kuriov. 26. entered the 
Kabul embassy at dawn on Sept. 15 and after 
sc\'en tension-ridden days left voluntarily 
widi Soviet Ambassador Firkrayat Taveen 
after being assured he would not be punished. 

Givii^ dcutiis of what happened during 
Kurlov's stay in the embassy, the source said 
that he arrivedat'thc gatesat dawn in unifonu 
and carrying his AK-47 automatic rifle. 

He attempted to talk to the gate guards, 
but none of them could understand Russian 
and told him to go away. Instead he 
apprcredicd the first car u> enter the embassy 
esurying an American diplomat. 

The diplomat, whose name was not dis- 
closed by the source, did not undcniuind Kur- 
iov either, but by gesticulating the prtvuic. 
made it dear that he wa:> seeking proiection. 


He could ^eak only about a dozen words 
of English, and no onejn the embas^ spoke 
Russiao. The Americans appealed to other 
Western embassies and the British sent 
someone, but his Russian was not enough for 
a*tietaHed' conversation.

Dollar firms up; gold hits $699 


LONDON. Sept. 26 (AP) — The dollar 
firmed against all major European currendes 
in early trading Friday. Gold prices slipped 
back below' the $70U mark after opening 
firmer from Thursday night's sharp loss. 

The dollar's only loss was in Tokyo, where 
the trading ends before it begins in Europe. 

The U.S. currency finished the week at 
212.90 Japanese yen. a drop of 2.75 yen from 
the previous day s close. 

Tokyo dealers attributed the dollar's drop 
in brisk trading Friday to nervousness in that 
market about the Iran-Iraq fighting. 


The dollar finned marginally against the 
British pound. In early trading in London 
Friday, the pound cost $2.3963 compared 


with $2.3978 at the dose Hiuisday. 

In London, gold opened at $703.50 a troy 
ounce, foliovriog New Yorit's-raUy overoight, 
and up from$696 on Ibursday.
